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Festivals 

As  tourists  and  natives  throughout 
Europe  gird  their  loins  and  squeeze  their 
wallets  dry  in  preparation  for  the  usual 
summer  round  of  music  and  drama  festi- 
vals, we  at  KPFA  are  preparing  turntables 
and  tape  recorders  to  participate  in  the 
general  din.  Through  the  good  offices  of 
Yleisradio,  the  Finnish  Broadcasting  Cor- 
poration, we  have  received  excellent  tapes 
of  practically  the  entire  1959  Sibelius  Fes- 
tival, which  took  place  in  June  in  Hel- 
sinki. For  those  with  a  linguistic  bent,  we 
will  broadcast  the  tapes  exactly  as  they 
were  heard  in  Finland,  with  announce- 
ments in  Finnish  and  English.  We  note 
with  some  pride  the  opening  by  the  English 
announcer,  that  "the  programs  will  be 
broadcast  in  America  by  Radio  Stations 
CBS,  KPFA  and  WFMT." 

The  Sibelius  Festival  has  increased  its 
scope  as  its  fame  has  spread,  and  this 
year's  concerts  include  many  works  by 
composers  outside  of  Finland:  Mozart, 
Haydn,  Bach,  Strauss,  Beethoven,  Debussy 
and  Bartok.  Among  the  participants  are 
world-famed  conductors  Hans  Rosbaud, 
Hans  Schmidt-Isserstedt  and  Tauno  Hanni- 
kainen,  violinist  Tossy  Spivakowsky,  and 
the  brilliant  young  Norwegian  soprano 
Aase  Nordmo-Lovberg.  There  will  be  ten 
concerts  in  all,  which  will  be  broadcast 
through  August. 

In  the  offing  from  the  Broadcasting 
Foundation  of  America  are  the  two  major 
Austrian  Festivals  . . .  Vienna  and  Salzburg 
.  .  .  and  the  Spring  Festival  from  Prague. 
The  Vienna  Festival  has  become  particu- 
larly respected  for  its  exploration  into 
early  and  contemporary  music,  and  this 
year's  concerts  include  such  works  as 
Schoenberg's  cantata  "Friede  auf  Erden,"  scenes  from  Gottfried  von  Einem's  opera 
based  on  Kafka's  "The  Trial,"  world  premiers  of  works  by  Karl  Hartmann  and  Boris

Schmidt,  a  curious  work  which  many  Viennese  regard  as  a  way  of  life.  The  Salzburg 
Festival  will  conclude  with  Beethoven's  Missa  Solemnis,  with  Herbert  von  Kara j an 
conducting,  and  with  Leontyne  Price  among  the  soloists. 

Details  aTe  not  at  hand  on  the  Prague  Festival,  but  it  will  include  several  works  by 
contemporary  Czech  composers,  as  well  as  many  rarely-heard  works  of  Dvorak  and 
Smetana,  plus,  once  again,  a  liberal  admixture  of  non-Czech  music. 

Surrounded  by  these  musical  treasures,  we  have  nevertheless  not  relaxed  our  own 
programming  activities,  and  a  final  Festival  should  here  be  noted,  the  yearly  KPFA 
Drama  Festival,  which  will  bulk  large  in  the  next  Folio. 

Program  Notes 

Barring  unforeseen  spells  cast  by  the  gods  of  technology,  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles 
will  be  on  the  air  at  12  noon  on  Sunday,  July  26.  Standard  operating  procedure  among 
new  radio  stations  is  to  set  a  target  date  and  hope  to  be  on  the  air  no  more  than  ninety 
days  later.  If  all  goes  well,  therefore,  KPFK  will  actually  emerge  ...  not  four  weeks
